(1) 
find the number of square feet in your roof; (2) divide by number of square feet in roU 
or bundle to find the number of rolls or bundles you need. 

For Gable Roofs like figure A, multiply the length (22) by the length of rafters (15), to get 
(330), the number of square feet on one side of roof. Multiply by 2 and you have (660) the 
total number of square feet on both sides of the roof. Next divide by square feet in a roll (100) 
or bundle (50), to get quantity (7 rolls) or (14 bundles) you need. 

For Hip Roofs as in figure B, multiply the length of the roof (20) by the shortest distance 
from the peak of the roof to the edge (12).

On each page, below the design given, we show the drop of cornice. — 

It is necessary to figure enough extra to allow for the distance which the iS\ 
cornice or border extends down the side walls from the ceiling. 



/ 



1st — To the actual width of the ceiling add twice the size of the cornice drop 
printed below the design you select; this gives you the proper width to figure. 

2d — To the actual length of the ceiling add twice the size of the drop printed 
below the design you select; this gives you the proper length to figure. 

3d — Multiply these two results, width and length together and you have the 
area, or the number of square feet to order. 

For example, we will take a square room 12x12 feet. The design you select 
has a cornice with a 9-inch drop. To the 12-fGot ceiling we must add twice 9 
inches, or 1 foot 6 inches, the drop of the cornice on both walls, which gives us 
13 feet 6 inches for each dimension. 13 feet 6 inches midtiplied by 13 feet 6 inches 
equals the area, or 182 M square feet.
